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DR.  WILLIAM  FREDERICK  FERDINAND  MEGGERS 
July  13,  1888  -  November  19th,  1966 


If  anyone’s  life  story  reads  straight  out  of  Horatio  Alger,  it  would  have 
to  be  that  of  Dr.  William  Meggers.  Born  on  a  farm  in  Wisconsin  of  humble 
parents,  he  rose  through  his  own  hard  work,  ingenuity  and  intelligence  to  a 
position  of  eminence  in  the  world  of  science  equalled  by  few. 

Known  as  “The  Dean  of  American  Spectroscopy”,  Dr.  Meggers’  list  of 
awards  and  honors  is  too  long  to  be  detailed  in  full  here,  but  they  include 
two  U.S.  Assay  Commission  Medals,  U.S.  Dept,  of  Commerce  Medal,  the 
Cresson  Medal,  the  Ives  Medal,  the  Mees  Medal  and  others.  He  was  Chief 
of  Spectroscopy  of  the  National  Bureau  of  Standards,  Consultant  U.S. 
Atomic  Commission,  Chairman  National  Research  Council  on  Spectra, 
President  of  the  International  Joint  Comm.,  the  Rydberg  Centennial  Con- 
ference  and  the  International  Astronomical  Union  Comm.,  all  having  to 
do  with  his  chosen  field.  All  of  this  was  in  addition  to  the  writing  and 
publication  of  over  200  papers  and  books  relating  to  spectra.  Most  of  his 
discoveries  paved  the  way  for  our  knowledge  of  wavelengths  and  related 
fields  and  are  still  being  consulted  today. 

But  it  is  “Bill  ’  Meggers  rather  than  Dr.  Meggers  who  provides  the 
inspiration  for  all  people  of  humble  origin  that  is  most  heart  warming.  Like 
other  poor  farm  boys,  his  parents  dreamed  of  great  things  for  him,  but, 
while  acquiring  his  education,  the  work  of  the  farm  had  to  go  on.  So  Bill 
milked  and  studied,  hoed  and  studied,  harvested  and  planted  and  still 
studied. 

He  graduated  number  one  in  his  high  school  class,  received  a  scholar- 
ship  to  Ripon  College  in  1918  and  went  off  to  the  big  city  burning  with 
ambition  but  weak  in  the  pocket.  He  took  on  an  assortment  of  odd  jobs  to 
support  himself,  organized  and  played  in  a  dance  band  and  worked  as  a  lab 
assistant  to  earn  his  education.  In  addition  to  his  BA  from  Ripon,  he  also 
earned  a  Masters  from  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  and  his  PHD  from 
Johns  Hopkins. 

Although  his  chief  love  was  his  chosen  field  of  spectroscopy,  Bill 
Meggers  found  time  to  interest  himself  in  many  other  aspects  of  life.  Fueled 
by  a  lively  curiosity,  he  collected  rocks  and  minerals,  Stone  Age  tools, 
early  light  bulbs,  cameras,  patent  models,  music  boxes  and  many  other 
things,  so  many  in  fact,  that  he  opened  a  small  museum  in  his  home  to 
house  all  his  treasures. 

Both  his  stamp  and  coin  collections  were  bequeathed  to  the  American 
Institute  of  Physics  in  New  York  City,  on  whose  behalf  the  coins  are  being 
offered  today.  Funds  garnered  will  augment  The  Meggers  Trust  Fund* 
which  is  used  to  train  students  in  science.

The  following  selection  of  rolls  represents  a  most  unusual  find.  It  is  not  often  one 
encounters  BU  Silver  Dollar  Rolls  in  their  original  wrappers,  let  alone  locating  some  of  a  better 
date.  Of  the  four  rolls  we  have,  three  were  in  their  original  U.S.  Treasury  paper  wrappers,  as 
were  some  of  the  previous  rolls.  It  was  necessary  for  us  to  remove  the  coins  from  their  wrappers 
and  place  them  in  individual  flips  for  viewing  purposes,  but,  as  before,  each  lot  is  accompanied 
by  its  original  wrapper.  The  condition  of  each  piece  was  a  pleasant  surprise  since  most  probably, 
none  of  these  pieces  has  seen  daylight  since  1934-  Except  for  the  end  pieces,  all  the  coins  display 
brilliant,  flashy  surfaces.  A  few  have  traces  of  fingerprint  from  original  assembly,  but  most  are 
unmarred.
